The writer of the following pages has devoted a por 
tion of his time for the last four years in collecting and 
preparing for publication the records of the Gale Familie- 
in the United States and England. 

In accomplishing this work, he sent circulars and let- 
ters to all the persons that lre could hear of by this name, 
both in England and the United States, soliciting commu- 
tations and family records, He also made one visit to 
Beston where he spent nearly three weeks in copying the 
military records of Massachusetts. : 

The writer, however, has to regret that the enterprise 
has not met with that favor which he thinks its impor- 
tance demanded, as nearly one half of those who have re- 
ceived his circular, have failed to respond to its reason- 
able requests. In some instances, town and county offi- 
cers have neglected to answer letters,even containing mon- 
ey, and stamps for return postage, while others have 
promptly, not only answered letters, but several have doe- 
clined receiving any compensation for the information 
furnished. While many of the Gales have neglected. to 
answer letters and circulars, others have taken hold of the 
enterprise with zeal and furnished all the information 
within their reach. 

Of the Gale Families in England, we have obtained 
the most of our information from “Burke’s Dictionary of 


the Lineage of the Landed Gentry of England.”

When Julius Cesar entered France, he found the na- 
ions inchiding England, culing themselves °Celtae” o 
Celts. but remarked that in the Roman langnaye they 
were eatod “Galli,” but no where informs us of the or- 
‘yin of the nune given them by the Romans. 

As barbarians are generally known by some nickname 
viven them by the persons first visiting them, it has heer 
anpposed that the carly Homans named them with the 
word the Celts fist used on mectirg the Roman strang 
vr, Vig? (raod?], or euilaats, va which was first der 
ived Gallie and Geel 

In Lower's “Dictionary of Family Names of the Um- 
ted Kingdom; London (8607s the following remarks are 
made of the origin of the family name : 

“Gale, A Sevttish Lighlindcr. Gale, Hundred Rails. 
{273 Tro Saint-. Gehe, ocaw inthe Roman Calendar, 
we of whoin was a Seoteh Abbot.” 

“Gael. The Gaels of Charlton Kings, Co., Gloucester, 
have written themsclyes at varicus periods, Calle, Cale, 
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(xael and originally De Galles. If this be eorrect, the 
family may have been of Weleh origin in Anglo-Norman 
Himes when that country was known as Galles or Gales.” 

The Engtish writers, however, quite generally derive 
the family name fro some Scotch Highlander who set- 
tled in Eneland and was caHed by the neighbors, Guel, 
mr in English orthography Gale. 

This might have been correct if the name is of late or- 
igin, but if ancient, the country people were too lately de- 
acended from the Gaels, and mixed with them too often 
to have sueh a neighbor attract any attention so as tu 
give him the family name of his country. May we not. 
with much greater probability, infer that the stranger was 
& Roman or Phinieian and received the same name from 
the Celts, wliel: for many years the Celts had applied to 
them. It is a fact in histury, not now seriously doubted 
that the Ancient Greeks, Phinicians and Romans were 
accustomed to trade with the Britains, long before the in- 
vasion by Julius Czesar. 

But these speculations to establish a Toman ancestry 
are quite unnecessary as Geoflrey ap Arthur, the Bishop 
of St, Asaph, in the twelfth century, proved quite conclu- 
sively, in the opinion of Edward I, that Britain was first 
acttled by a Trojan colony under Brutus, a grand-son of 
Eneas, trom whose name the Greeks and Romans deriv- 
ed Britania. This theory was first pronmlgated by the 
Welch priest Tysilio, who flourished in the Seventh Cen- 
tury. The Remans with not much greater probability 
claim that Rome was first settled by a similar Trojan col- 
ony under Afneas himself. A» the writer thinks it does 
not make much difference whether he descended trom the 
Father or Grandson he will leave these speculations tu 
those who may desire to pursue them further. 

When Homer wrote of the brave [Lector and the love- 
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iy Andromache he could not have anticipated that in s 
few centuries nearly all Europe would ignore the brave 
Achilles and claim to have descended from the defeated 
chivalry of Troy. But whatever might have been his or- 
igin, the head of the Gale family was evidently a stranger 
domiciled in England and as the name was not numerous 
in 1273 there may have been originally but one family 
who kept up the ancestral name, but since the introduc- 
tion of surnames, commenced in 1066 and “settled among 
the common people fully, in1307” the name has increased 
rapidly until the presert time, and has become numerous 
in both England and America. 

In the “Domesday Book” which was compiled in 108% 
by William the Conqueror and contained a list of most of 
the landed estates in England at that time with the names 
of the occupants for purposes of taxation, the name of 
Gale does not occur, trom which we infer that the Gales, 
were not among the adventurers of that monarch from 
Normandy ; for if they had been they would, like others 
have had some of the confiscated landed estates assigned 
to them; but the local names of the estates, which are 
nearly all English names, clearly indicate that before the 
Conquest the Gales beiunged to the landed gentry of En- 
gland, and probably lost their estates by confiscation for 
their loyalty to Harold, the defeated and slain sovereign 
of England, at the memorable battle of Hastings. 

Upon this battlefield was erected the PAddaye de Ia 
Bataille which was dedicated to St. Martin the patron 
saint of the expedition and “endowed with the property of 
the English who had died in thebattle.” Indeed, so com 
pletely were the English despoiled “that,”in the language 
of Wolinshed, “there was neither governor, bishop, nor 
abbot remaining therein of the English nation.”

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Thus we find in the Domesday Books the fellows 
vended estates : “Gal,” in Sciropshire i in thre potest of 
(ount Rogers : » “Ctaleshore,” in Dovonshire Tavitone, in 
the possession a Count Movy:ton ; pa ee in Dorret- 
sliire,in the’possession oi the King’s Servants” and some 
others which evidently derived ios names from thy 
Gales, 

Having thus lost their estates, the Gales dou nos appear 
again among the landed ventry of England until the 
~Handrel Roll s of 1273.” 

The orthography of the name haz been varionsly writ- 
ten. Gali, Galle, Gail, Gael and Gale, and in French 1s 
tralles, all edi cetoal alike, but durirg the les 
109 years nearly all tue familics in England aml Americe 
have settled down on the siuple Lnelish ornhoyraphs. 
“Gale” which is prohably currect according ty the madert 
rules, 

‘fo enable our American Cousins to learn something of 
their English ancestors and cousins the writer mahes th. 
rollowing extracts froin Burke's Dictionary of the Lincage 
of the Landed Gentry of Eneland and will cominenie 
with the old family of Yorkshire :

“The name ofthis family has been variously written,

near Cheltenham, Co. Gloucester, first settled at Charlton 
Kings. He was father of Edward Gale Esq., of Charlton 
Kings, who m. Sarah Tuckevill and had four sons, all of 
whom d. issueless except Jolin Gale, Esq. of Charl- 
ton Kings, who had by Anna, his wife, three sons, John 
his heir ; Edward, Capt.in the Maryland Artillery.d. unm. 
in New Jersey, about the year 1785 ; and Ilenry, who 
d. 8. p. ' 

The eldest son, John Gale, Esq., of Charlton Kings m. 
in 1805, Susanna, younzest dau. and now only surviving 
child of Charles Tliggs, Esq., of Charlton Kings, and 
Deerhurst Wa'ton, Co. Glouces‘cr, by Susenna Cooke,his 
wife, heiress of the families of Cooke, Sloper, Cooper, 
Wager and Deighton, of Charlton Kings, and had two 
sons, John, who d. unin. at Milan, in 1829; and Samuel 
Higgs, now of Charlton Kings.”

Roger Gale and Samuel Gale the Antiquarians, were of 
this family. 

St. Katharine’s near the Tower of London was a hospi- 
tal. It was removed to the Regent’s Park, London in the - 
reign of George the 4th and the site devoted to the St. 
Katharine’s Docks. The R’d Gale mentioned as there 
baptized could be none of mine, I think. 

Thave not seen any of the recent editions otf ‘Burke's 
Gentry.’ Having no time now for such pursuits,the labors 
of the legal profession(which you,it would appear, have re 
linquished) engrossing it all. I have sent this through 
Messrs ‘Trubner & Oo. who also wrote to me, with a copy 
of your letter to them, that they may add by supplement, 
any further information they can furnish, and with every 
good wish for the prosperity of the American Gales, I re- 
main.

The Rey. Theophilus Gale mentioned in the letter of 
Mr. Samuel II. Gael, was born at “IXings Trighton, in 
Devonshirein 1628 andd.in London 1678. He was a dis- 
tinguished nonconformist minister, wrote many religious 
works and at his death bequeathed his very large Library 
to Harvard College, near Boston Mass. The College re 
cord says that this Library was larger than all the Librar- 
ies that were then in the College. 

Our English cousins across the water have often joked 
us of America, with having no ancestors, but the two fol- 
lowing letters will show that we might often retwn the

Stil, if the one important item which Dr, Gale lacks, is 
the names of Richard Gale’s brothers and father, could 
probably be asccrtaincd: and if, when I return to town 
T should be able to meet with this information, I will at 
once forward it to him. 

There is a barrister of the name of Gale at Portsmouth 
or Southampton, who presides at some court, and in the 
local papers, (Ilampshire Advertiser) is called “Judge 
Gale’ who might perhaps be able to give information to 
Dr. Gale. His name would be found in the Law Dict. 

For my part as I said before, [ know notmy genealogy 
but, I have always considered, the name should be 
spelt “Gael”. 

I conclude our ancestors came over to England long 
before the conqueror, and even before Julius Caesar.

It seem-~ 
there were always three “brothers,” as they are called in 
the records Two of them at the date mentioned (1635) 
were Walter Gray and Samnel Slater. The other is not 
mentioned. Is it one of these two named, who certified 
to the good standing of Richard Gale? — It has occurred 
to me as very probable that although certified to by the 
priest of St. Katharine’s, Richard Gale might never have 
belonged to to the Parish. but perhaps have merely had 
introductions or recommendations tu the Priest from some 
distant part of the country. Ile coming to London to 
embark for America.

Heraldry was an important institution in England after 
the conquest in 1066, by William of Normandy. It main- 
ly originated in the holy wars, although in the neid it 
ig said of the tomb of the Trojan [ector : 

‘On it Aineas piously heaped 


A mighty mound, Sepulchral The oar the trumpet, 
Arms of the man, the airy Summit crowned.” 


During the reign of Ifenry ILL. heraldry became a sei- 
ence. 

Arms were conferred on the Knights by which they 
were distinguished from cach other, when clad in a coat 
of mail, and by the king for some important mililary ser-~ 

Bi 
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vice. Arms were also obtained by petition to the Ear! 
Marshall. Thus, they were conferred on Sir Robert Law- 
rence, in 1191 by Richard I. for his bravery in scaling the 
walls of Acre. 

Coats of Arms were long regarded "as an indispensable 
appendage of a gentleman, but on the decline of the Fen- 
dal System in 1688, and the rise of the Reformation, they 
were treated, in a measure, as idle trappings of aristocracy 
and lost the prestige originally attributed to them. In 
America,they have only been regarded as a family relic of 
former fanily vanity. In England, in latter years, since 
1688, they were not subject to any “visitation” or examin- 
ation, and were assumed by any one at pleasure. 

The Gales of England have adopted the following 
‘Coats of Arms” as appears in “Burke’s Encyclopeedia of 
Heraldry ; 1849: 

“Gale, (Scruton Co, York) Az.on, a fesse hetw. three 
Saltires arg. as many lions’ heads erased of the field, lan- 
gued gu. Crest, out of a ducal coronet or. a unicorn’s head 
paly of six az. and or. armed of the last.” “fotto—Qui 
semina vertu raccoglia fama.” 

“Gale or Gall, (Cornwall, Dartmouth and Crediton, Co. 
Devon ; and Weveston, Oo. Suffolk,) Az. a fesse ar. frett) 
of the field. Crest—A shankbone and palm branch in 
saltire ppr.” 

“Gale, Whitehaven, Co. Cumberland.) Ar. on a fesse 
betw. three Saltires az. an anchor betw. two lions’ 
heads erased or. Crest—A unicorn’s head az. charged 
with an anchor or. betw. two palets ar.” 

“Gale, (Devonshire) Az. on a fesse ar. three saltires of 
the ficld, (Another gu.”) 

“Gale, (Stalbridge, Dorsetshire) sa. a fesse ar. fretty 
engr. of the first betw. three grayhounds sejant of the 
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second, collared gu. Crest.--A horse’s head, bendy wavy 
of six ar. and sa.” 


Sa. a fesse ar. fretty of the field betw. three 
grayhounds sejant of the second. C’est.—A horse’s head 
barry wavy of six ar, and sa.” 

“Gale, Gu. a griffin sergeant or.within a bordure gobon- 
aed ar, and vert.

“Gale, (as borne by John Gale, Oo. Cornwall, Esq.) 
Az. a fesse ar, fretty of the field. Crest—A horse’s head 
erased bendy wavy of six or. and sa.” 


There has been found but one coat of arms among the 
Gales of America to the writer's knowledge,and that came 
down to the present generation from Capt. Joseph Gale 
of Connecticut. Atthe bottom of the picture is the fol- 
lowing : “Ife beareth SABLE within a Bordure 
Checkey Or, and Azure a Griffin Rampant ef the sec- 
oud by the name of Gale.” This is all that is known of 
ity history. 

In the early emigration to America shipping records 
were kept, at the diflerent ports in England, in which 
were entered the name, age and destination of emigrants 
and the fact that some priest giving his name and _ resi- 
dence, had certified that the persons “conformed to the or- 
der and discipline of the Church of England.” 

This information enables the posterity to look up the 
ancestors in England of these emigrants, but after about 
1635 all these entries were not made but only the facts that 


> 
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such a vessel sailed at such a day with so many emigrants 
for such a place. 

The only Gale mentioned on the shipping records wa 
Richard Gale certified to by the minister of St.Katharine’s 
near the tower of London. He was only 16 years of age 
and sailed April 24, 1635 for Barbadoes and St. Christo- 
pers and embarked in the “Ann and Elizabeth” Capt. 
Brookehayen. There is no evidence that he ever came 
to Mass. although it was not uncommon for emigrants 
to other colonies to change to Mass. and wice versu. 

Therefore in exainining for the ancestry of the Gales in 
America, as yet, we have no evidence except what may 
have been preserved in England by the relatives of the 
emigrants. ‘I'his evidence must be looked np hereafter 
by some enterprising mnember of the family who may vis- 
it England, and will probably be found, if at all, in the 
records of Wills and the settlement of Estates, and in the 
family records. Parish records will give names but oth- 
er records will be necessary to show the emigration. 

The following names of Gales have been discovered on 
the records in .Ainerica : 

John, in Boston Mass., admitted to the church in 1634 
then in the employ of John Button ; d. soon after. 

Edmond, Cambridge, Mass.. d. July 29,1642, in Bos- 
fon. 

Hugh, of Kittery or Yorke Mass., admitted a freeman 
in 1652. 

Richard, of Watertowne, Mass., purchased land in 
L640. 

Edmond, of Salesbury, probably of Marblehead, Mass., 
admitted a freeman 1660. 

Barthoiomew, of Salem, Mass., m. Martha dau. of Rob- 
ert Lemon, 1662. 
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Ambrose, of Salem, Mass., May 17, 1663. 

Thomas, of New Taven Conn., had dau. born May 6. 
1055, 

Edward, March 16, 1687 received 10 pounds for pilot- 
ing His Majesty’s Frigate King Fisher from Cape Ann to 
Nantucket Road and the attendance of his “Ketch” to as- 
sist Frigate. 

Abel,Jamaica, Long Island N. Y. had lot granted to 
him 18, Oct. 1665 in Jamaica L. I. 

Christopher, son of Miles and grand son of John, of 
Seruton, (b. 1601) was Att'y General and Chief Justice 
of N. Carolina about 1700, and m, Sarah, relict of Gov. 
Harvey and had son, Miles, and dau. Elizabeth. 

Zeasin, was an early settler in Kent Co. Maryland, 
whose grand son Thomas, now (1864) lives in Baltimore 
and is 78 years of age. 

Barnard, of Boston Mass., 21 years of age, said to be 
a native of Old England served in Capt. Jozeph Billings 
Co,,in 1758, in the Expedition against Canada. Return- 
ed and discharged Oct. 16, 1758. 

Francis, of Liguanea, Island of Jamaica,m. and had 
only dau. Susannah ILlyde Gale who m. Alan, Lord Gard- 
ner, the celebrated Admiral. There was a Ool. Gale of 
Jamaica, said to be descended from Yorkshire Gales 
whose dan. im Wm. Foster a native of that Island. 

These are all the early Gales I have collected, the most 
“f whom were emigrants from England, and should our 
Knglish Cousins ever collect the genealogies of the Fam- 
ilies in Ensland, they will doubtless all be identified with 
their ancestors, 

I have thus given what information I ean collect, of the 
Kaglish Ancestors an] Cousins, for the information of 
the Cousins in America, hoping that at no distant day, 
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zome one of our race will take hold of the subject in good 
earnest, examine thoronghly the records of England. and 
publish the genealogy of the entire race. 


Nearly all the Gale families, in New York and Se 
England,have traditions that their ancestors were brothers 
who came from England and landed at Boston Mass., in 
early times,from whence they scattered to different lvcali- 
ties,and these traditions are corroborated by the strong fam- 
ily likenesses which exist among the present generations, 
but ifthese traditions are not strickly true, strll the farnily 
likeness indicates a common family origin.

THE FAMILY RECORD OF RICHARD GALE 
AND "HIS DESCENDENTS. 


tL. RICITARD GALE, the ancestor of the following 
Family in the United St: ates, first appears, as the pur- 
chaser of a “homestall” ofsix acres in Watertowne, Mass. 
in 1640, it being a part ofa lot of 9 acres, In the town 


plot granted to Elder Richard Browne. The balance of 


the lot of 8 aeres, was purchased by Samuel Freeman, 
one of the first proprietors, who was said to be of Dey- 
onshire, England,and it became a part of his “homestall.” 

From whenee came Riehard Gale we find no positive 
record, but as the namie and Colony where purely Eng- 
lish, we infer, as beyond a reasonable doubt, that he was 


an emigrant from England, but the fact cannot at this day 
be proven by any evii dence yet obtained, although the an- 


thor has institated investigations in England which he 
hopes will in time settle the question, 

We also infer that Richard was a comnimnicaunt of the 
Church of England. This ieference resis on the faet that 
no person could emigrate from England to the Colonies 
until he had first procured a certificate from his parish 
priest, that,in his religion he was “conformable to the or 
der and discipline of the Church of Kngland,” coupled 
with the following statement in his Will:

While this evidence established’ his ‘original relivious 
position in the the Church of England, it does not neg- 
ative the fact that, like most of the other emigrants, he 
might have united with the Watertown Congregational 
Church; but, in referring to those records, we neither 
find his name, or the baptism of his children. Besides 
this, he was never admitted a freeman, never voted, 
or held office; the prerequisite of all of which was, 
membership in the Watertown Church. 

Why he never united with the Watertown Church, can 
only be answered by the interence.that he might have beeu 
a “Tigh Churchman” and unwilling to become a 
“N onconformist.” He might, however, have early been 
prejudiced against the Congregational Churches for their 
politico-ecclesiastical organization, and in the language of 
Sir Richard Saltonstall to the ministers of Boston, about 
this time, on account of their “tyranny and oppression,— 
fining, whipping und imprisoning men for their conscienc- 
es.” This Jesuitical intolerance, first manifested itself in 
the Plymouth Colony, by their banishing Mr.J ohn Oldham 
from that Colony for his love of Episcopacy, in 1624, lout 
four years after the “Pilgrims landed on Plymouth Rock. 
Thus the pious Pilgrims retaliated on the Church of En- 
gland. About 1644 Gov Dudley, of Massachusetts Bay, 
in a letter to Sir Richard Saltonstall, then in England, re- 
fused the admission of Anabaptists, Seekers, Antinom- 
ians and other Independents, as Colonists. ‘The poor 
Quakers were the especial objects of their hatred and the 
(Jeneral Court, in 1657,passed a law fining anyone £100, 
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who should “bring or cause to be brought” into the conn- 
try, “any of that cursed sect of the Quakers” or other blasp- 
hemous heretics,’ and also fining any one “forty shillings 
tur every hour’s entertainment” of them. 

The 2d, of Dee. 1661, Richard Gale purcha-cd of 
Richard Dummer, the north east half of the “Oldham 
Farm,” containing 250 aeres.on which a part of the village 
of Waltham now stands. This was one of the inost level 
and fine tracts of land in old Watertown, and was oceu- 
pied by Richard until his death and his posterity after 
him, until about 1854, when it was sold by minor heirs 
and passed into the hands of Governor Danks, the Maj 


(sen. conunanding the Dept. ofthe &. W. in Lss4, and is 
retained as his homestead. 

However nodest Richard might have been in every- 
thing else, we observe, that he was not particularly so in 
the size of his farm,which he evidently loved. or he would 
not have been so careful in his Will te preserve it for his 
posterity. 

Whether Richard could read and write cannot be de- 
termined at this late day, but the fact, that he signed lus 
Will with a mark,might lead one to believe that he could 
not write. This, however, does not necessary follow, for 
even at the present day, the Author knows from protfes- 
sional experience, that many men, who were good writers 
at a previous day, from their weakness, prefer to sign 
their Wills with a mark, As he never conveyed any 
land, held town office, had church membership, nor car- 


ried on any trade, the question, probably, can never be 
solved. 


But if we conchide, that he could not. either read or 
write, it was not at that dav considered any particular dis- 
credit, for the majority of our New England ancestere 
were suffering under the same misfortune. Indeed. so 
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hittle did the people of Watertown regard education ag 
necessary to the farmers, that they never erected the first 
school house until twenty years after the first settlement 
of the town, although Harvard College was founded for 
the education of ministers and others, the sons of the aris- 
tocracy, in the adjoining town as early as 1638. twelve 
years before the school house. But this school honse,and 
the only one for fifty years, was but 22 feet long and 14 
fect wide, and as it was robbed by an Indian of seventeen 
Greek and Latin books in 1664, it was probably monopo- 
lized by those only preparing for College. 

Richard was probably inarried in England before he 
emigrated, and that lis wife’s name was “Mary,” we only 
learn from the following record of Boston. “Sarah, dr. 
of Richard and Mary Gale b. 8 : 7: 1641, of Watertown.” 
Thev were probably stopping with relatives at Boston, at 
this critical period of married life,—to receive the first 
born.—the consumation of human happiness. 

We have no record of the physical size or shape of 
Richard, but if we are allowed to judge of him by the 
average of his posterity, we may safely make him five 
feet and cleven inches in statue, strong and muscular, 
black eyes, black hair, rather long favored, and dark 
complexion, nodest in his demeanur,of few words among 
strangers, social, domestic and temperate in his habits, 
fond of a good joke, liberal in his benevolence, firm in 
lis will, and as a christian never bigoted. 

As a race, the Gales have been more distinguished for 
their athletic powers than for the culture of their minds, 
but the late generations are fast changing in this partieu- 
lar, and the learned professions have a fair proportion of 
the present generation. 

They have ever been reasonably jealous of their rights, 
but strong friends to a well-ordered government; and in 
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our Reyolutionary struggle, they were an unit in taking 
up arms and marching to the fields of strife, trom which 
several of them neyer returned alive. They were nearly 
as unanimous in the support of the war of 1812. 

In the warofthe Great Rebellion, prosecuted to restore 
the Union as established by our Fathers of the Revoln- 
tion, we can only point to the long list ofthose nained in 
nearly every fanily, who have both perilled and sacrific- 
ed their lives for their flag and the Constitution. 

It is a very common remark that the whole race never 
produced a criminal, but the Author can only say that he 
has never yet found one, unless Abraham and Henry,who 
took part as captains in the Shays rebellion are to be con- 
sidered as such.

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These endorsments on the Will and Inventory by the 
Judge, shows that they were proved April 1., 1679, O.S.

The Inventory illustrates in a high degree the simplicity 
of the original pioneers of New England.

The quaint style of matchmaking of onr old ancestors is 
well illustrated in the marriage of Jolm, as appears in the 
testimony in asuit in 1679. One witness testified that 
“John Gale, son of Richard, in 1677, was a goodwiler 
to ye daughter of Henry Spring.” Henry Spring, sen., 
and Mehitable his wife testitied that “goodman Richard 
Gale carne to our house to ask our goodwill to make a 
match between our danghter Elizabeth and his son John. 
He promised to give bis son John half his farm” &c.

This Richard and family appear to have left Watertown 

soon after the birth of the last child named, and we have 
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no positive account of the place at which he settled, but 
from the facts here given we think it very probable that 
he removed to Canterbury, Connecticut. The records of 
deeds in Middlesex Co., Mass., have the copy of a deed 
dated 1722; signed by ‘Richard Gacl, of Canterbury, 
Oonn.,” and conveying land in Watertown to John and 
Joshua Gael of Watertown. 

We also find the following in Caulkin’s List. of Nor- 
wich, Conn : 

“A very sad accident happened in the year 1728. The 
Inhabitants were engaged in raising a cart bridge 20 feet 
high and 250 fect long over Showtuckct river, near three 
miles from the town aud had nearly completed the frame, 
when on the 28th of June, as they were putting tozether 
the upper work a principal piece of timber which lay on 
the foundation of this upper work being spheed, gave way 
at the joint, and -falling tripped up the dependent frame, 
which, with its own weight, carcened and overset—100 
feet of the bridge fell with 40 men on it, and the people 
were precipitated upon the rocks in all directions,—2)) were 
severely wounded, and two killed instantly. These two 
were Jonathan Gale of Canterbury, 19 years of age, the 
only son ofa widowed mother, a very hopeful youth, the 
darling ofthe family ; and Mr. Daniel Tracy,” &e. 

As the writers letter to the town clerk of Canterbury 
remains unanswerd he can get no further information, 
positive, of the family. The marriages of these of the 
daughters, as given by “Bond's Genealogies of Water- 
town,” are of doubtful identity, and we give them with a 
mark of doubt.

Isaac, was b. in 1732, 
and the following year, he removed to that part of Sutton 
afterwards set into a new town called Millbury, where he 
spent a long and useful life and died about Oct 1793.— 
But few items of his histury can be gathered at this late 
date, but the Muster Rolls of the old “French and Indian 
war,” show that as Lientenant, he mado a campaign in 
Aug. 1757 for the relief of Fort William Henry,bnt when 
they reached Sheffield, the news reached them of the sur- 
render of that Portthe 9th of Ang., when they were or- 
dered back. They marched the distance of 113 miles and 
were absent 17 days. Ife received as wages of Lieut. 
£3 4s. 5d. Ifis brother Josiah, son Nehemiah andjnep- 
hew Daniel were in the same company from Sutton, and 


his son served through mo-t of the same war after that 
date. Lieut. Tsaac Gale held his post in the Military 


Company of Sutton, until March 1, 1768, when he was 

appointed by the Governor of Mazss.. Captain of the 

the ganic Comps wy, which office he held with honor until 
02 
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he resigned, in Sept. 1769, and was succeeded by Capt. 
Elisha Goddard, In those days of French wars and In- 
dian raids the Captain of the Militia was regarded as the 
most important office in town. THe gave his sword to his 
son, Isaac, with instructions, as tradition says, to have it 
preserved by his descendants of that name,and in 1864 it 
was in the hands of Isaac Gale, of Royalston,who present- 
ed it to Galesville University, Wis., for preservation as a 
family relic ; his own son, Isaac, who would have been 
entitled to the sword, having died in 1854. 

On the first day of October, 1776, Capt. Gale sold his 
farm and most of his property, that he had not previously 
given to his other children, to his son Nehemiah and re- 
ceived back a mortgage conditioned for the life support of 
himself and wife. 

By an assessment, of Sutton, in 1778, for taxes, this 
homestead property was rated as follows:

Abijah entered the service of his King in June, 1756, 
in the “French and Indian” war and served through the 
most part of that war, and was in some of the hardest 
battles. In 1757 he was in that part of the company not 
surrendered to the French at Ft. William Henry, and 
was marked as having, with 182 others in Col. Frye’s 
Reg., deserted on the 12th of August, three days after 
the swrender of the It. As they were never punished 
for the desertion, but Abijah re-entered the service again 
the following spring, it was probably considered only as 
a “red tape” desertion, and really justifiable under the 
circumstances. 

The old iron soldier finally died, June 18, 1804, in 
peace, amidst his numerous family, so unostentatiously 
that the town records do nut even mention the time of 
his death. 

Ilis first wife, Abigail, d Feb. 27, 1771, and he m. 
Susannau ALLEN, of Weston, Noy. 14, of the same year 
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who d. Jan. 14, 1831, aged 91 years. His Will recites: 

“Abijah Gale of Westborough, yeoman, being ad- 
vanced in age” &e. Tle dated his will April 16, 1804, 
and gave to his wife, Susanna, her dower of 4 of the es- 
tate and one cow, $40. one looking glass, one case draw- 
ers and “40 dining chairs she brought with her.” mean- 
ing, probably, at their marriage.

To grand daughter .Vancy $50; probably daughter of 
Abijah Gale, Jr., who died Jan. 20, 1801. 

The Will was proved and allowed Aug. 7, 1804, and 
Nahum appointed executor. The Inventory amounted 
to, Real estate $6,166, and personal estate 988.19, be- 
ing of the total sun of 7,099. 

This amount, with whathe had already settled on his 
oldest children, indicates that he was one of the most 
wealthy men in town. 

He was a Hotel keeper and kept a popular stopping 
place for judges and lawyers between Worcester and 
Boston ; many anecdotes, of which, he used to tell in the 
latter part of his life. We was fond of Jokes, and tradi- 
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tion says that when his wife left one Sabbath for church 
she instructed Abijah to “put the pot boiling for dinner,” 
and sure enough he put the pot in a five pail kettle, filled 
the kettle with water and had the pot boiling in good 
earnest when the good wife returned. 

Being a good business man, he was continually pressed 
with town offices; hence we find hin Constable 1764; 
on the committee to hire a schoolmaster, in 1758; survey- 
or of boards and shingles, and on a committee to put m 
four new pews in the church, 1759; sueveyor of highways 
in 1770; one of a committee of seven, in 1773 “to take 
into consideration ye rights as stated by the committe of 
Correspondence of ye town of Boston and of ye infiringe- 
ments and violations of ve same.”

Forno Dought ware tyranny is exercised 
opposition becomes a Duty. As our fathers could, so can 
we plead ow Loyalty, we have been and now are ready 
to spill our dearest blood in Defence ofour King, Relig- 
ion and Constitutional Laws, we cannot but look upon it 
as a hard Trial, yea greater than we can bea, if we can- 
not be said to give full proof of our Loyalty, otherwise 
than by sacrificing those Rightand Liberties which we 
prize beyond life itself.’ T the same year he was ehair- 
man of a Committee to sell “Pue Spots” round the 
church. In 1775, he was one of the Committee of In- 


spection and Observation” recommended by the Conti- 
nental Congress. 
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In 1777, was Chairman of 2 Committee “to make a re- 
monstrance to the General Court concerning the state 
money being put on loan ” &e. 

In 1778, was Chairman of the Committee to consult to- 
gether on the plan of Government sent out by Congress. 
He reported that: “Weare of the opinion that the 
Protestant Religion is not duly guarded in said constitu- 
tion. Also we think it might be well to acknowledge the 
Superintendence of ILeaven in the Stile :By adding these 
words: (under God) after the words Shall be, which re- 
mark we humbly subinit to the town for acceptance.” 

The same year he was Chairman of a Committee “to 
give instruction to our Representative concerning ye Con- 
stitution”; and on another Committee “to settle with 
those who had been in the military service of the United 
States ” ; and also Moderator of the town meetirtg. 

In 1779, he was Chairman of the sclectmen and the 
same the following year (an important office in those 
days.) After the latter date, he was occasionally Mod- 
erator and on Committee.—:Children:

He was a church going man 
and the old church records still show that in 1775 he paid 
£14, for Pew No. 4 in the chnreh ofthat town. 

The war records of Mass. still on file in the office of 
the Secretary of State at Boston, shows that on the “Lex- 
ington Alarm” in April 1775, Henry promptly Volun- 
teered as a private in the company commanded by Capt. 
John Crowl and marched to Cambridge for which he was 
allowed £1 4s. 4d. for 11 days and 100 miles travel. 
Again in the campaign of 1777 he served four months "in 
the Northern Army inthe company of Capt. Abel Mason 
Col. Cushing's Regiment and participated in the glorious 
victory over General Burgnoyne in October of that year. 
In that"eampaign he sersxed from Aug. 18, to Nov. 30, 
when his regiment returned home. 

As early as 1771 the records of the town of Princeton 
show that Ienry had in that town a good famn valued at 
£485, with three buildings anda good stock of cattle,and 
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and in 1778Henry removed to that town where he resided 
until he removed to Barre Vt. in about 1790, 

In Princton he lived in comparative independence, and 
being a man of good education, ocenpied a high social po- 
sition, and after the close of the Revolution joined hearti- 
ly in the discussions of the day, how an independent jbut 
bankrupt state might be galvanized into life and a circula- 
ting medium in the shape of money established. Burt 
while these subjects were rackingthe brains of the wise and 
good patriots, ofthe country, the amnesty proclamation 


had restored to Boston and other large towns the wealthy 
loyalists, who had left the state with the British army, 
when they evacuated Boston. 

These wealthy men having lost all sympathyfor thereb- 
el country and people on their return commenced indis- 
criminately the prosecution for the collection of their old 
claims, most of which had been ontstanding during the 
war. This alarmed the otherwise quiet creditors,and par- 
ticularly as “Greenhacks” as a legal tender did not then 
exist and any debter to the amount of 85,could be ordered 
to jail. So great was the rush of business to the courts 
that 2000 cases were said to have been entered at one 
term of the court at Worcester. 

The people in alarm held public mectings and petition- 
ed the legislature for relief. 

The legislature setting in Boston under the influence 
of Boston merchants and Boston lawyers, who were also 
reaping a great harvest in high fees, refused the desired 
relief under the plea that they had no power, a plea gen- 
erally recorted too when there isa lack of disposition. 

Te people then petitioned to the courts “that they ad- 
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journed over without granting the jndgments, until some 
kind of relief could be afforded by the legislature, but the 
courts declared they would not be instructed in their duty 
by the people, while Judge Artemas Ward, in a specch 
of two hours long from the steps of the Court Flouse in 
Worcester declared to the people that their “conduct was 
treason and the punishment of treason was death.” 

Thus the people of Worcester and other interior coun- 
ties were, for two years, ground between two millstones, 
the courts and the jails, with nothing but bankruptcy 
and imprisonment staring them in the face. 

To soldiers who had so lately vindicated their rights by 
their swords and had learned for seven years to treat the 
word “traitor” asa by-word, it was no hard affair to fly 
to arms, not to overthrow their government but simply to 
temporarily stop the courts in granting judgments in civ- 
il cases, 

The people in many counties organized into companies, 
chose their officers, marched to the Court Ilouses and 
prohibited the holding of the courts. Henry Gale was 
captain of a company from Princeton and his brother 
Abraham, was Capt. of a company from Grafton. Dan- 
iel Shays, a brave officer inthe Revolutionary war, be- 
came the commander or general leader. Thus matters 
run ashort time when the Governor ordered out 4000 
men and the “Rebels” disbanded, not however in Spring- 
field until they were fired on and three men killed. 

The “Rebels” studiously avoided bloodshed. 

But this tragedy, in the best style of the books, was to 
terminate in a farce. Judge Artemas Ward, who was a 
military man, but no lawyer, had only vindicated his mil- 
itary arm leaving his Toa arm still in dénbo. As 
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the judge had boldly threatened the Rebels with the 
punishment made and provided for ‘“4reason,” he caused 
indictments to be found against the supposed leaders in the 
different counties and convieted what did not slip through 
his hands by the verdict of the jury. 

The writer has procured from the court records in 
Boston a copy of the indictment and judgment, the mate- 
rial part of which is as follows : 

“At the Supreme Judicial Conrt of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts began and holden at Worcester on the 
last Tnesday of April A. D. 1787°&e. 

“The jurors for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
upon their oaths present that Jacob Chamberlain of Dud- 
ley in the same county,Gentleman, Henry Gule of Prince- 
ton in the same county, Gentleman, Josiah Jennison Jr. 
of Spencer in the same county Yeoman, being members 
and subjects of the Commonwealth afforesaid,” &e. * * 
“that upon the sth day of Sept. 1786 and on diverse other 
days and times as well befure that time as since at Wor- 
eester within the said county of Worcester falsely and trai- 
torously did devise and conspire to levy war against this 
Cominonwealth and then and there with a great number 
ofrebels and traitors against the Com’th, afforsaid,viz : the 
nuuber of 500 whose names are yet unkuown to the ju- 
rors being armed and arrayed ina warlike and hostile 
manner, viz: with drums beating fifes playing aud with 
yun3, pistols, bayonets, swords, clubs and diverse other 
weapons as well offensive as defensive did falsely and 
traitorously prepare, order wage and levy a publig and 
cruel war against the Commonwealth, &e., and then and 
there with foree and artns aforsaid wickedly and traitor~ 
ously did assault, imprison, captivate, plunder, destroy, 

Fl 
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kill and murder diverse of the leige subjects of the said 
Commonwealth,” &e, &e. 

Under this indictment Jacob Chamberlain and Henry 
Gale were arrested and put upon their trial. They plead 
not guilty and put themselves on “God and their coun- 
try.” The court in its great clemency assigned to them 
James Sullivan and Levi Lincoln, Esq. as counsel two of 
the most noted enemies of the Rebels thatwere practicing 
at the bar ; the lawyers being all hostile to the “Rebels” 
to a great extent. 

Thus organized Mr. Chamberlain was acquitted and 
Capt. Gale convicted of treason and sentenced to ‘‘be ta- 
ken to the Gaol of the Commonwealth from whence he 
came and froin thence to the place of execution and there 
be hanged by the neck until he be dead.” 

When the day of execution arrived the old soldier was, 
by the sheriffymarched to the gallows with great solemnity, 
the rope adjusted around theneck of the prisoner, solemn 
prayers said by the clergy and when all was ready to 
send the prisoner to eternity, the sheriff cautiously drew 
from his pocket the Governor's reprieve and read it to 
the gaping crowd and the prisoner was then withdrawn, 
and soon after fully pardoned. 

This was the majesty of the law vindicated,”Judge Ar- 
temas Ward’s threats exceuted, the novelty of a“hanging 
bee” witnessed and an innocent man saved from death by 
the executive pardon based ou the theory that laws!musr 
be general but that general laws sometimes convict the 
innocent of a crime. 

The same procedure was had in other counties where 
the General had convicted “Rebels” of treason. 

Judge Artemas Ward to the contrary notwithstanding, 
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the position of the “Rebels” that their acts were not trea- 
son, is still believed by many,as they did not wish to 
overthrow the government but only desired to resist the 
execution of the law for holding the courts for the time 
being for private purposes. This would not be Treason 
against the U. S. according to the case U. S. vs Lome, 
Paine, 265, and the U. 8, courts refused to make treason 
of the resistance to the Fugitive slave law. 

Indeed, the Governor in pardoning the “Rebels” in ef- 
fect held the offence not treason but only a contempt of 
the court. 

Thus ended the “first Bebellion” but its cffects on 
Massachusetts did not end here, for a stampede for 
the wilds‘of Vermont and N. H. iminediately com- 
menced, and thousands of the old soldiers who had won 
immortality on the battle fields of the Revolution sought 
in those new States for the enjoyment of those privileges 
of which they had been denied in their native state. 
With others, Henry Gale removed to Barre Vt. He was 
a highly respected citizen of Barre Vt. for several years, 
when he removed with ason to Brighton N. Y., where 
he died August 13, 1886. IZLe drewa pension from Gov- 
ernment the latter partof his life for his Revolutionary 
services. 

Ofhis Revolutionary services we have only mentioned 
such records as the writer found at Boston, but there are 
several of his descendants who have heard him gay that 
he was sometime an officer in the Revolution and in sev:

Iouse at Montpelier Vt.. and commenced pioneer life in 
earnest. The snow was then six feet deep in the heavy 
torest of that region.

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Peter,having been brought up acquainted with farming, 
machinery, and mills, was well fitted to pioneer life, and 
could perform almost any variety of work. Accordingly, 
we find him clearing land of the native furests, putting tn 
crops, building his house and barn, sheds and fences and 
often assisting his less ingenious neighbors in fitting up 
their cabins and erecting mills. He soonhad a good 
farm under cultivation, and put up for himself'a fair sized 
two story frame house with square roof, and also erected 
for himself'a large barn. The house was visited by the 
writer in 1840 and was in a good state of preserva- 
tion,but was soon atter superseded by a small tidy granite 
house built by Mr. Wheeten, the then proprietor of the 
farms. 

The fifteenth of August 1817,Peter joined with his son 
Peter in the purehase of the “Walnut Bow Farm” in Col- 
chester Vt. where he moved his family,but unfortunately, 
he was attacked with the Fever and Ague soon after he 
took possession of his new farm and died in Nov, 1818.

In July 1861 Mr. Gale enlisted as a private in Co. °C 
of the 13th Reg. of Massachusetts Vols. and was soon 
after promoted to sergeart, Jan. 17, 1862 he was promo- 
ted to 2d Lieutenant, Oct. 24, 1862 to Captain and July 
14,1864 to Major, when he was ordered home in com- 
mand of the Regiment, their three years term having ex- 
pired.

Major Gale was in all the battles in which the Negi 
ment was engaged during the three vears and was twice 
wounded, 

We cannot better show the gallant services of Maj. 
Gale,than by quoting from thereport of the Adjutant Gen. 
eral of Mass.for 1864, the services performed by the Reg. 

“This Regiment (15th.) left the State Ancust 8, 1861. 
It was first engaged at Ball's Bluff, Octuber 21, 1761 
at battles of the Peninsula, Antietam and Fredricksburg 
in 1862, and at Fredricksburg, Gettysburg, Bristow Sta- 
tionand Robertson’s Tavernin 1363. The history of 
this regiment was Lrought up to Dee. 20, 1863, in my R 
port ofJast year.” * * * “On or about the Ist of May, 
[1864] the campaign opened. <A field retwn on that 
day gave the strength of the Fifleenth Regiment present 
for duty, as about three hundred otlicers and inen;_ of 
this number,two hundred and seventy-five were rank and 
file.” “In the battle of the Wilderness the regiment lost 
about one-half its numbers in killed and wounded.” “The 
simple statement that in all the marches and battles from 
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the Rapidan to Petersburg, in which the second Corps 
was engaged, the Fifteenth Regiment bore its part, is in 
itself sutticient history.” 

“On the 22d of June, the regiment, dwindled down to 
five officers and about seventy muskets, confronted 
the enemy near the Jerusalem plank road, before Peters- 
burg. .A break or gap inthe line of battle allowed the 
enemy to throw a large force on the flank and rear of 
the Second Division, Second Crops. Ifidden from view 
by a dense undergrowth, the manoeuver was not compre- 
hended until too late. The first intimation of the position 
of affairs, was a demand fromthe enemy to surrender. 
Taken thus by surprise, and overwhelmed by numbers, 
the remnant of the regiment was captured almost entire. 
T’onr officers and about sixty-five men were marched 
ctf prisoners of wary; cne officer and five men es- 
eaped to tell the story. This officer bemg wounded 
the same day, and shortly after the disaster above men- 
tioned, the few remaining, increased somewhat by the 
arrival of convalescents were placed tor a few days in am 
other command, mntil officers of the regiment who had 
been wonnded in the cainpaign, and who were on tneir 
way to the front from hospital, should arrive 

“Qn the 12th day of July, the regiment was ordered to 
proceed to the city of Worcester, Mais., to be mustered 
out of service. its term of three years having expired 
One company, not mustered in until August 5, 1861, was 
leti.in the field ; the balance, increased by detachment of 
sick and wounded men whose condition was such as en 
abled them to travel, men on detached service, ete., en- 
tered the city of Worcester about one hundred and fitty 
strong. The reception these men received will never be 
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forgotten as long as life and memory shall be granted 
them,” 

“His excellency, Gov. Andrew, and staff, together with 
his honor Major Lincoln. and the city Authorities of Bor- 
ton, welcomed the regiment home, thanking the men in 
eloquent words forthe part they had borne in their 
country’s struggle, and alluding with tender respect to the 
honored dead who had fallen in the fight. Both state and 
city were represented in the military escort and process 
ions. The city, decorated with flags, wore a holiday as_ 
pect, and the crowded streets and welcomme shonts gave 
proof ofthe heartiness and spirit of the people.” 

The 28th of the same month the regiment was forinally 
mustered, out of service and Major Gale retuned his 
sword to its seabbard.

Peter Gale had a Massachusetts common school educa- 
tion up to 14 years of age, when he removed with his fa- 
ther to the wilds of Vt.atter which his opportunities must 
have been very limited. He, however,wrote a fair hand, 
_ was a good reader and understood the rudiments of Gram- 
mar and Arithmetic. His memory was very retentive 
and in old age he would repeat pages of his old “Parry’s 
Spelling Book and Grammar”that he had learned in boy- 
hood days. On the establishment of the “Barre Library” 
about 1800, he became astockholder and industrions read- 
er of history and biography, and possessing good conver- 
sational powers, was ever an intelligent and agrecable 
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companion, in social life. He united with the Congrega- 
tional Church at Barre about the time of its formation 
and was very much devoted to the interest of religion 
until about 1830 when he became skeptical and the bal- 
ance of his life was inclined to Deism. In moral life he 
was withouta blemish to theday of his death. and his 
honesty was proverbial. Politically he was an vld school 
Democrat, voted tor Jefferson in 1804 and was an ardent 
supporter of Madison and the war of 1812. On the dec- 
laration of war he enlistedas one of the five*minute men” 
of Barre and was mustered into the U.S. service in the 
fall of that year and stationed at Swanton on the Canada 
line. [Here he was attacked with the Measles which pros- 
trated his health sothat three months after his enlist- 
ment, he was discharged from the service, and sent home 
on foot, and as the small pay le had received from goy- 
ernment was expended in his sickness, he begged his 
way home as a poor sick soldicr. The incidents of that 
journey, of abuse from the Tederalists and kind treatment 
from the Demvcrats, le often related to the Writer, to 
illustrate the party feeling of that day. When the British 
advanced to Plattsburg, lie volunteered inthe company 
from Burlington Vt. and reached that place in time to 
join in the battle ‘of Sept. 18th, 1814 and was posted to 
guard the ford of the Saranac river. 

On the 80th of April 1805, Peter leased of the School 
Trustees of Barre “the §$. E. + ofthe Second Dhivision 
English School lot in Sd. Barre,” as “longas water runs 
& timber grows” for the annual rent of $6,033, and 
three years after he purchased of Ezekicl Wood an addi- 
tion to his farm of about 14 acres, for $140, and reccived 
a Warrantee deed thereof

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On this farm he erected substantial buildings and 
commenced life as a farmer,but his buildings having burn- 
ed when the fire was running throngh the woods, and 
having lost his health in the service, le sold the farm for 
wooden ware in 1818 and removed to Bmiington, wher 
he opened a wooden ware shop and manufactured and 
sold such articles for several years. In 1817 he removed 
to Colchester Vt. where he and the imost of his family 
were sick two years with the “fever and agne,” then re- 
turned to Burlington and in 1824 removed to Waterbury 
Vt. and opened a new farm on the eastern slope of the 
Green inountains, in which town he died with “old age,” 
Ang. 6, 1851, at the residence and urder the attentive 
care of his daughter, Mrs. Henry. Ife lived to see his 
children all inarriel and comfortably settled in life and 
then sunk to the earth like an “ear of corn fully ripe.” 

But the peenliarity of hisdife is yetto be stated, He 
was a natural mechanic. Ile could bnild a house, frame 
a barn, erect a saw-imill or seta horse-shoe. He often 
mace ingenious articles of machinery and the latter part of 
his life experimented considerably on “flying machines,” 
on the principle of the screw asa propeller, but "finally 
cane to the very sensible conclusion that the air was made 
for birds but the earth for man.

Ife was proverbial for his honesty.an instance of which 
mentioned in the history of Jefferson Co. proved fatal to 
the U. S. Paymaster, Wlittleseyv, who claimed to have 
been robbed of 30.000. Whittlesey marked a packege of 
the money and dropped it in thervad expecting some one 
wonld pick it up and put it in circulation, when he would 
have a prima fucie case against him of the robbery and 
by hard sweariug by Whitilesey, could be sent to states 
prison. Unfortunately for the Paymaster Mr. Gale found 
it in the road, and, instead of putting it in circulation ad- 
vertised it. Whit'lesey, in the meantime having given 
notice of the robbery to government. The circumstarees 
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raised a suspicion of fraud. Whittlesey and lis wife were 
searched and the $80,6U0, less enly the ameunt fernd by 
Gale, was found in the possession of the wile of W hittle- 
sey. The wife drowned herself'in Diack river to cover 
her shame, and the husband was taken in charge by the 
government, In his religions opinions Nehensiah was de- 
voted to the Christian denomination, and was ncted for 
his piety. 

Elis pecuniary circumstances became easy the latter 
part of his life, and his death was caused by the kick of a 
horse. His wite died of consumption Sept. 25, 1859.

VIII Ion. GEORGE GALE LL. D., of Galesville, 
Wis., was b. at Burlington, Vt. Nov. 30, 1816, and m. at 
Elk Torn Wis. Dec. 5, 1844, Gurrrvpe, dau. of Capt. 
George Young ofthe latter town. George’s father re- 
moved his family to Waterbury, Vt. in June 1824 and 
commenced a new farm in the woods onthe eastern slope 
of the Green Mountains. The facilities for an education 
was a comimoa school, a mile down the mountains, which 
was mnade available. and the children all obtained a fair 
common school education including Arithmetic and 
Grammar, Until his sixteenth year George was regar- 
ded as a dull scholar, and made no more than the ordina- 
ry advancement in his stndies, but excelled in his skill 
in hunting the Partridge and Woodcluck with his dog 
and gun,and in fishing for the speckled trout in the moun- 
tain brooks, to which sports he devoted every hour which 
he could obtain from his ordinary employment in clearing 
land and farming. But, in the summer of his sixteenth 
year, he borrowed ofa neighbor, Walter Scott’s Lite of 
Bonaparte, which he read throughvery attentively and 
it had the effect of arousing his latent ambition, and he 
came to the very sensible conclusion that usefulness, fame 
and wealth, was not so much an accident, as an achieve- 
ment reached by patient industry and talent, and that in 
that age of science and knowledge thesuccesstn] competi- 
tor would probably be the one best instructed in the sci- 
ence and knowledge of the world. 

From this time hunting and fishing ceased to be his fa- 
yorite sport and he devoted, every leisure moment in 
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reading approved authors in history, biography and tray- 
els, ancl after about two years he procured Ilint’s, treatise 
on Land surveying, and fully mastered its contents with- 
out an instructor end commenced practical Surveving with 
success. After surveying, ue took up Navigation, Webb- 
er’s Hutton’s and Farrar’s muthematics, Enfield’s Philo- 
sophy. Lleury’s and Orfila’s Chemistry, and works on As- 
tronomy, Mineralogy and Geology, and at twenty-one 
years of age George lad obtained a fair knowledge of the 
higher mathematics and Natural Mistory. 

Thinking it would be well to test his attainments by an 
examinaion. sir, Gale, submitted himself to May. Jeremi- 
vi Lab, AL a evalave oc Middlebury College in 1811) 
who had been his master, a part of two winters years be- 
fore, in the common school, and after a fair examination 
Afy. Flint gave him the following certificate : 

Waterbury March 10th 1888, 
To all whom it may concern : 

The subseriber has been acquainted with the Bearer, 
George Gale, fur seven years and has frequently had him 
fora pupil. He loves study and has not loved it in vain. 
ile is in a great measure self instructed, and by industry 
cloze application and perseverence he has, unquestionably, 
attained unto a more correct knowledge of Trigonomety, 
Navigagon and particularly Surveying than most of our 
liberally educated young men. Such young men should 
be patronized, and, indeed they will be. The subscriber 
would not hesitate, a moment to employ him as a correct 
surveyor, in the common business of lis avocation.

Tn March 1839, Mr. Gale commenced reading law, in 
1840 was appointed Post Master at Waterbury Center, 
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Vt. and in 1841 was adimitied to the bar, emigrated west 
and settled at Elk Horn, Walworth county, Wis. Here 
he opened an office ahd entered into asuccesstul practice 
ofthe law. Unlike some others, he contiuned his law 
stndies with great diligence for four years, end becaine.ip 
fact, a well read lawyer. ; 

Mr. Gale held several town offices among which was 
Chairman of the Town Board of Supervisors for two years 
and wasalso Chairman of the County Board of Supervi- 
sors fortwo years. Inthe fall of 18£7 he was elected 2 
member of the Convention called to form the present 
State Constitution and served on the judiciary comunittee, 
The same fall, he was also elected District Attorney and 
in the fall of 1849,a State Senator for two years. The 
first year in the Senate, he was Chairman of the Comunit- 
tee of Privileges and Elections and the second year Chair- 
tee of the Judiciary Committee. He was an active mem- 
ber of the Senate and made several speeches and reports 
which were published. 

July 4,1851, he reecived from the Governor of Wiscon- 
sin, the appointment of Brigadier General in the Militia. 
The fallofthe same year Iv. Gale removed to the Upper 
Mississippi and settled at LaCrosse, audwas the same fall 
elected County Judge, for a term of fonr years, of La 
Crosse county,and Chippewa connty atlached to LaCrosse 
county for judicial purposes. As the county jndge had 
common lawas well as probate jmisdiction, he was of- 
ten engadtwo weeks at a term trying causes. Ths office 
he resianed Jannary 1, 1854. and Apr it Ist 1856 was elec. 
ted Circuit Judge forthe sixth judicial circuit of Wiscon- 
sin composed of the counties of Buflalo, Clark, Jackson, 
Monroe, Trempealeau, LaCrosse, Vernon and Craw ford, 
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for the judicial term of six years,commencing Jan.1,1857. 

When My. Gale first settled at LaCrosse he saw that 
all Northwestern Wisconsin was entirely destitute of any 
College, orotho high institutions of learning, and he 
urged upon the lauded proprietors of that place toset aside 
ten acres of land back of the Village and take the initia 
tory steps to establish such an institution, but they turned 
a deaf car and nothing of the kind was attempted. Mr. 
Gale then conecived the idea, of not only starting a col- 
lege, but a town, himself; and in 1853 purchased about two 
thousand acres of land at the present location of Galesville, 
including the waterpower on Beaver Creek, and in Jan- 
uary 1854 procured from the legislature of Wisconsin, the 
organization of the new county of Trempealeau, with the 
location of the county seat at Galesville. and a University 
charter with the saine location. In June of the same years. 
he laid outa small village plotand let a contract for th e 
erection of mills, but the mills (saw and Jouring)were not 
conipleted until 1856, 

The Loardot Trustees of the Galesville University, 
was organized in 1855 and a College building com- 
menced in 1858, and the preparatory department oes 
for students carly in May of the following year, aud the 
collegiate departinent in September 1861; and the first 
college class praduated July 12, 1865. After the gradua- 
tion ofthe class Mr. Gale resigned the Presidency of the 
University when the Board unanimously adopied the 
following offered by Rev. W. H. Brocksom of LaCrosse : 

“Resolved, That the Board tender to Tlon, George 
Gale, LL. D, late President of this University, their pro- 
fonnd thanks soy bis able and faithful administration for 
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the period of nearly seven years as President of the Fac- 
ulty and for over ten years as President of this Beeid.’ 

“Resolved further, That we tendcr to Hon. George 
Gale, LL. D., as its principal founder and patron, the 
Freedom of this University and the use ofits Library as a 
token of our high appreciation of hislong and efficient 
services, for which hehas ev refused all pecuniary con- 
sideration,” 

The Galesville University went into the hands or 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in 1858 and a majority 
of the Board of Trustees are appointed by the Church. 

Mr, Gale removed from the then city of LaCrosse te 
Galesville in May 1857 and went ou to a form where he 
resided in 1868, 

Although nota regular Collece griduate in conise, yet 
Mr. Gale received from the Vermont Umyversity at Bur- 
lington, the dezree of the Master in tle Arts, in August 
1857, and from the Board of Tinstees of Galesyille Uni- 
versity, in July 1863, the degree of LE. D. 

Mr. Gale’s health partially failedin the Summer of 1862 
and the three following wintcrs he spent in the South and 
East, most of the time in the vervice of the Sanitary and 
Christian Commissions. During the months of February 
and March he had charge of the U. S. Sanitary Commis- 
sion Depot on Morris Island 8. C. for the seige of Charles- 
ton. 

Mr. Gale has not entirely ignored literary labors, but 
in August 1845 started the “Western Star, "the first news- 
paper published in Walworth County, Wisconsin. which 
he sold ont in less than a year, and in 1846, issued the first 
-edition of his “Wisconsin Form Book*” which was revis- 
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ed and re-published in 1848, 1850 and 1856, and 4500 
cupies sold in Wisconsin. Ife has also the manuserizt 
prepared and in press, of a book entitled “The Upper 
Mississippi. or Historical Sketches of the Introduction of 
Civilization into the Northwest,” a work covering the pe- 
riod from 1800 to 1866 ; and has been the regular corrcs- 
pondent ot the “Galesyille Transcript,” trom March 1860.

August 5, 1857, Mary Jaye, dav. of Ly- 
wnan Beebe, of thattown, About 1849, Mr. Henry went 
to California, where he remained about 7 years, enjoying 
all the ups and downs‘of California fortunes, has been al- 
ternately rich and poor several times. When he return- 
ed he entered imo partnership with his father and broth- 
er Juhn in the drug and patent medicine business, in 
Waterbury, and prosecuted a lucrative and successful 
business. 

On the breaking out of the warofthe Rebellion, Wil 
liam enlisted in the Waterbury company of Vouintecrs, 
and was elected and commissioned, June 20, Iu), First 
Lieutenant. The company went ito the! Ssemid Vt. 
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Reg., a3 Ov, “D.” and the Regiment was sent to Washing- 
ton, D C., and was in the battle of first Bull Run. 

Lieut. Henry was attacked witl the measles at the com- 
inencement ofthe cadvance to Richmond,” bat the pros- 
pect of a fight was superior to disease end he adavaneed 
with his company and participated in the ba‘ile of Buil 
Run,bui the night after the battle he caught a severe cold. 
whieh nearly cost him his life. He was sick the balance of 
the fall and was mustered out of service for ill health, No 
4, of the same year 

Having feared his health the next year, he accepted 
the post of Major ofthe 10th, Vt. Vols., his commission 
bearing date, August 27,1862. He was promoted Lieut 
Col. of the Regiment, Oct. 17, of the sawe year and Col. 

The Regimentwas put in whit was 
called the Vt. Brigade ond was in the Second Army 
Corps.

TOTINGHAM was the name ofa very ancient and 
aristocratic family ‘ot London, Eng. and its suburbs, where 
there is still -Tuttenham Court Road” an inportant strect 
in London and “Tottenham,” a town near the city. 

The Totenhans hal their well authenticated coats of 
arms in the Fendal e¢es and Burk gives the line of des- 
cent from several distinguished in the early history of 
Eneland. but our limits will not allow ns to copy. 

Henry became a nonconformist of the strictest puritanic 
order and therefore came to America with his religious 
brethren for the enjoyment of that freedom of conscience 
which was denied him in his native lend, and is the only 
one by that naine that ever emigrated to America so 
far as the information of the writer extends. 

He settled and purchased a farm near the village of 
Woburn Mass. which'continued with his descendants watil 
about 1¢45 when the proprietor, an old maid by the name 
of Rebecca, willed it to her hired maid. 

We give in the following records of all the Tottinghams 
we have heard of' in Americaexcept Ilonry Edwin Tot- 
tingham,whom the writer met at Waltham Mass. in 1864 
who promised his family record but has neglected to fur- 
nish it. Jfe was a second or third cousin tothe writer, 
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and was born near Ashburnham. Ife did not know the 
name of his grandfather,

HISTORICAL SKETCHES OF SOME OF THE 
DESCENDANTS OF REV. EVERARDUS 
BOGARDUS. 


1. Rey. EVERARDUS BOGARDTS, m. June 21, 
1642 AnneTvE Jansen, of New York the widow of Roe- 
lof Jansen of that city. Mr. Bogardus was the first min- 
ister of the Retormed Dutch Church at New Amsterdam 
about 1633 and obtained a grant of sixty two acres of 
land on Manhattan Island, now New York city, which af- 
terwards became the Trinity Church Property and which 
has caused so much noise inthe world. He was a native 
of Holland and about 1647 sailed for Holland, probably 
on the business of his church, and with 80 passengers 
was wrecked off the coast of Wales and all perished, It 
is said that Col. Aaron Burr first discovered a defect in 
the title of Trinity Church to this property and some of 
the heirs of Bogardus have prosecuted suits against Trin- 
ity Church to recover the property but failed under the 
statute of limitations. During the excitement over this 
property special efforts were made to trace out the descen- 
dants of Bogardus and it was found that the number reach- 
ed nearly 10,000, in 1840. The late Isaac Hallenbake 
Esq. of Albany county N, Y. was among those who in. 
terested themselves in hunting up these heirs, and ‘about 
twenty years ago he gave the following list of descendants 
to Rey.

Jie wasexamined and ordained several years 
ago, by our American ministerinin, but during the present 
year met with asad accident: namely, his horse fell and 
threw him headlong on the gronnd, on his way to church, 
He arose again uninjured, but then his horse kicked him 
and broke three of his ribs which have not been properly 
set,but have grown crookedsothat he moves with difficulty 
and will scarcely be able to continue his pastoral labors,” 
(See“Hallesche Nachrichten,” page 1413.) In a previous 
letter dated Dec, 6, 1782 between the same persons it is 
stated that “Rev. Young in M. D. is a man who labors 
with industry and fidelity, and faithfully discharges his 
duties, both in life and doctrine in several congregations” 
(same page 1425. The writer is indebted to Rev. Dr. S. 
8. Schmucker of Gettysburg College, Pa. for the forego- 
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ing extract and translations from the German work, 

Christopher Vought was a Loyalist during the Revoln- 
tionary war and much of his property was confiscated to 
the U.S. After the war be removed to Nova Scotia when 
where he received a large grant of land and a pension for 
lite of 365, crowns a year from the British government. 
l{e returned to the United States about L794 and settled 
at Duanesburg where he had 2000 acres of land that had 
not been confiscated. Half of this land he gave to Capt. 
George Young who made it his residence tot many years. 

Capt. Young first commenced business at Scheuectady, 
N. Y. as a merchant but subsequently went on to his farm 
built a large hotel which he kept over thirty years and 
then removed to Elk Horn, Walworth Co, Wis., where he 
settled in June 1848. Ife diedin August 1844 from an 
injury received in falling from an oat stack. 

Capt. Young was several years Capt. of an independent 
compuny of Cavalry, wltich was called into service of the 
United States in the war of 1812,

THE RECORDS OF THE 
ask SECOND FAMILY OF GALES. 


Among the different tamilies of Gales in the United 
States, with whom the writer has become acquainted, he 
found extant almost uniformly,the tradition that their an- 
cestors were four brothers, natives of England, who land- 
ed at Boston in the early settlement of Massachucetts,from 
whence they became settlers in different parts of the coun- 
try. That the Gales of this country were from England 
there is nv doubt at the present day, and that the tradi- 
tion is further corroborated by the appearanee of John 
Gale at Boston in 3634, Richard at Watertown in 1640. 
Edmund at Cambridge in 1642 and Hugh at Kittory or 
York in 1652 is also settled beyond a doubt by the re- 
cords of Massachusetts 3 but that the Gales of this conn- 
try descended frum those four is,as yet only established so 
far as relates to the descendants of Richard, and the fur- 
ther fact that John died young and probably unmarried. 

Whether either Edmund or Tlugh had families we have 
no records, but on tracing the family of Richard, the wri- 
ter soon found Gales that he was satisfied did not belong 
to his descendants and must be accounted for on some 
other hypothesis. Ifthetraditionis true, then these per- 
sons were evidently the children of Edmond and Hugh 
or one of them, but as we do not find any of them as far 
north as York, or bearing the name of Hugh, the writer 
is forced to assumo the probability that they were the 
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children of Edmond of Cambridge, but wore born in En- 
gland, as norecord of their birth has yet been tound in 
this country. ; 

But if we are totally in error, either in the tradition or 
the assumed probabilities, we nevertheless accomplish the 
purpose of this work, of giving historically all the facts 
we can gather relating to the persons named. If they 
were not relatives as assumed, they nevertheless had an 
existence, and filled their appropriate niches in the great 
temple of the world.

We present an engrared likeness of Dr. Gale with a 
biographical sketch written by Dr. Brainard of Philadel- 
phia, taken from Wilson’s Presbyterian Almanac for 
1863 

“George W. Gale, son of Josiah and Rachael Gale, of 
Amoenia, N. Y., was born at North East,Dutchess county, 
New York, December 3, 1789. Ie graduated at Uniun 
College. N. Y., studied Theology at Princeton, N. J.,and 
was licensed to preach the gospel by che Presbyvery of 
Hnudson, in Sept. 1816. His first charge was at Adams, 
Jefferson County, N. Y., wheie he was ordained by the 
Presbytery of St. Lawrence, Oct, 29,1819 Here he en- 
joyed agreatrevivalof religion, among the converts of 
which le reck oned Rev. Charles G. Finney and many 
other eiminentinen. 

His health failing about 1826, he gave np his pastoral 
charge, hired a farm in Wesiern, Oneida Co., N. Y., and 
took a class of students whom he instracted, allowing 
them to y ay for their board and tuition by laboring three 
or four hovrs advy on his farm. Sueceeding in this en- 
terprise, he founded the Oneida Afanual Labor Institute, 
at Whitesboro’, N.S’. Foratime the Institution had a 
groat popularity and usefulness, educating probably some 
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hundreds of ininisters and influential layman,and prompt- 
ing to the establishment of similar institutions elsewhere 
over the country. We believe that this prosperity con- 
tinued so only as Mr, Gale managed its affairs ; but after 
he left, a spirit of ultraisim and division arose, so that fi- 
nall; the Institution passed into other hands and lost its 
distinctive character. Nearly all Manual Labor Schools 
have failed, showing that the Oneida Institute owed its 
long success more to the wisdoin, energy and benevolence 
of its founder thanto the complex principle ou which it 
was established. 

But the great life-work of Mr. Gale was the founding 
of Knox College, at Galesburg, Illinois, in the ycar 1385. 
With hereulean labor he first procured among Eastern 
churches funds for the purchase of a township otf land 
and induced a large number of intelligent and influential 
families to migrate West, asthe nucleus of a Christian 
communify, in the midst of which the new College was to 
rise. He headed this migration, spent his first season in 
a log shanty, and shared the general hardships and perils 
of the undertaking. As our readers know, the enterprise 
was a coniplete and glorious success. The city of Gales- 
burg with its ten thousand inhabitants. moral, healthy and 
prosparous ; and Knox College, with an endewment of 
near a hundred thousand dollars. attert the wisdoim, ener- 
gy and benevolence of Mr. Gale. Visitmg Galesburg, s¢ 
ejus monumentum quaeris—circumspice | 

In the College which he had founded, Dr. Gale officiat- 
ed many years as a Professor, and held the cftice of Trns- 
tee at the tine uf his death. Je was, from intellectual 
conviction,a sound Presbyterian ; and therefore he resist- 
ed,with great earnestuess and final success, all efforts from 
any quarter to unsettle the principles on which Knox Col- 
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lege was founded. He was also much interested and en- 
gaged in protecting the Presbyterian churches of his vi- 
cinity froin sectarian Proselytism, which has been at 
tempted with plausible motives and on a grand scale.— 
Hence he urged and advocated those Presbyterian organ- 
izations for Home Missions, which should secure the fair 
and natural development of Christianity under the church 
forms which he loved and regarded as most wise, orderly 
and scriptural. For this faithfulness to his ordination 
vows and his honest convictions, he received from influen- 
tial sources a great storm of opposition and abuse, which 
burdened his last days, but which he bore with unflinching 
fortitude, and as great a measure of meckness as ordinar- 
ly pertains to the best of men. 

In person, D1. Gale was rather slightly formed, but his 
air was graceful, dignifiedand commanding: His feat- 
ures were regular and his countenance habitually express- 
ed pensive thoughtfulness, firm resolution, and Christian 
benevolence. His mental constitution fitted himfor bold 
enterprises ; and in tlie early part of his ministry, especi- 
ally, he moved in the front rank with those who ventured 
upon strong measures for the advancement of Revivals, 
Sabbath-keeping and Temperance. He hated slavery al- 
ways, but never allowed himself to run into a ruinous fan- 
aticism “making havoe of the church.” 

He was thrice married. His first wife was Harriet,dau. 
ot Charles Selden. of Troy, N. Y.; his second, Esther, 
daughter of Daniel Williams, of Galesburgh, Hlinois ; 
the third, Lucy, daughter of James Merriman, of New 
Haven, Comecticut. The last survives him. He left six 
children, all of them, it is believed by his first marriage. 

As a husband and a father he was without reproach.— 
So far as we know, his children not only inherit the hon- 
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ored name, but many of the virtues of their excellent 
father. His health was always feeble, especially in his 
latter years. Probably his active mind, acute sensibility, 
and laborious habitr, wronglit too powerfully for his phy- 
sical strength. His trembling hand gave lung pioimoni- 
tion of that sudden paralysis, which closed his life at 
Galesburgh, September 18, 1862, at the age of seventy- 
two. Atagood age, in the bosom of his jamily,ofa gen- 
tle disease, with the hopes ofthe gospel, surrounded by 
therich and enduring nonuments of his piety, energy, 
and benevolence, he passed quietly frum earth to heaven. 
So far as he is concerned such a life needs no eulogy, such 
a death no regret. But we may remind ourselves of his 
virtues tor our imitation, and we may lament a death 
which bereaves us of his friendship, his exainple, and his 
prayers; and the church of his presence and his influence. 

His intellect was strong, clear, logical, acute, penetrat- 
ing, active,well furnished, and well disciplined. Inimag- 
ination, style, and pulpit power he was respectable, but 
not eminent. His judgment of men and things was 
sound ; hishopefulness was large, his faith confiding, his 
will resolute, his fortitzde unshrinking, and his ccurage 
unfaltering. Aman governed by1cason and conscience, 
rather than by impulse and passion, you knew where to 
findhim. His prejudices, founded in conviction, were 
strong, and his antipathies liable to be shaded with sever- 
_ity. His friendships were affectionate, trustful and endur- 
ing ; justifying the adhesion and confidence of his trne 
friends. Hispietv wasa governing principle organized 
into his whole being, and controlling his plans, his labors, 
his comforts and his purse. Before those who deserved 
rebuke he stood up sternly, but‘before his Maker he lay 
in the dust. His works praise him, and his memory will
